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Trashnet pulls
112 haulers
off the road

Sharing a common concern about
truck safety and environmental and
public nuisance issues that result from
the transportation of waste, Maryland
joined Delaware, New Jersey, New
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and
Washington, DC for the third time in
conducting an interstate “Trashnet”
Oct. 10-13.

Trashnet involved several inspection
locations throughout all the participat-
ing states, where trucks hauling waste
were stopped and checked for safety
and environmental protection. Officials
from the Maryland Department of the
Environment (MDE), Maryland State
Police, Maryland Transportation Au-
thority Police, and local police depart-
ments in Anne Arundel and Prince
George’s counties conducted inspec-
tions at 19 locations across Maryland
during the 4-day event.

More than 2,300 trucks were in-
spected in the region. In Maryland, ap-

proximately 590 trucks were inspected,
942 violations were identified, and 112
vehicles were taken out-of-service for
violations such as inadequate steering,
suspension, tires, brakes, or unsecured
loads. In addition, 18 drivers were taken
out of service. Once taken out of ser-
vice, the truck’s load must be transferred
to a safer vehicle. Follow-up inspections

are also conducted on vehicles found
with infractions.

“It was quite remarkable to find that
at one inspection station a trucking
company hauling construction and
demolition debris from New York to
Virginia had installed a hydraulic fluid
reservoir tank in a location that no

Businesses for the Bay rdeases P2 reaults, issuesawards

Maryland firms continue to show lead-
ership and achieve under Businesses for
the Bay, a voluntary pollution preven-
tion (P2) program for businesses, gov-
ernment facilities and other organiza-
tions located within the Chesapeake

Bay watershed.

Businesses for the Bay held its second
annual meeting Oct. 26 in Irvington, Va.
The program, which was created in 1996,
encourages organizations to identify and
implement changesat their facility that will
reduce or eliminate pollutants before they

are created.

To date, 287 facilitiesin the Bay water-
shed have joined the program, 70 are lo-
cated in Maryland. In addition, more than
90 individual sfrom participating facilities
have volunteered to serve as mentors and

Agaency reviews
arsenic levds
for water

On June 22, the U.S. Environmental
Protection Agency (EPA) proposed to
lower the standard for arsenic in drinking
water from 50 parts per billion (ppb) to 5
ppb. EPA’s proposal was based on re-
search indicating that the potential for ar-
senic to cause cancer isgreater than previ-
ously thought. The 50 ppb standard, es-
tablished shortly after the 1974 Safe Drink-
ing Water Act specified that EPA set pri-
mary and secondary drinking water stan-
dards, was thought to be a conservative
level at which there were no observed ad-
verse health effects. The new standard is
intended to address long-term chronic ef-
fects of exposure to low concentrations of
arsenic in drinking water.

The proposed standard is a controver-
sial one. Many states and professional or-
ganizations representing water systems
believe that the 5 ppb standard istoo con-
servative, based on EPA’s lack of suffi-
cient data.on arsenic occurrence, the health
effects of arsenic exposure at lower lev-
els, the cost of treatment, and the overall
cumulative cost of implementing the Ar-
senic Rule in conjunction with other re-
cently proposed rules. Both the World
Health Organization and the European
Union have recommended a standard of
10 ppb. The National Research Center
(NRC) in 1999 recommended that the stan-
dard be lowered, but did not recommend a
specific standard. The NRC hasexpressed

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Traning is key to effectlve > emergency response

As provided for in Maryland's State
Emergency Response Plan, one of the most
important functions of MDE's the Tech-
nical and Regulatory Service's (TARSA)
Emergency Response Division (ERD) is
to provide technical assistance and exper-
tise to local jurisdictions. Because well-
informed and capablelocal respondersare
acritical element in reducing or prevent-
ing potential adverse health and environ-
mental impacts from spills and other acci-
dents, ERD has taken this responsibility
several steps further.

ERD’s policy has always been that the
most efficient way to achieve the goal's of
effective spill prevention and response is
through training. Thisis accomplished on
severa levels. Under theleadership of Mr.
Buzz Melton, FMC Agricultural Products
Plant’s senior Environmental Scientist,
ERD, local responders, and private indus-
try developed the Baltimore Chemical In-
dustry Training program. Thisisa40-hour
coursefor technicians and hazardouswaste
site workers that emphasizes live chemi-
cal and hands-on training. Sinceitsincep-
tion, hundreds of local responders, MDE
personnel, and local industry have ben-
efited from this unique opportunity. In-
cluded inthe @umni from thisprogram are
members of the Central Intelligence
Agency, Maryland National Guard, Office
of Medical Examiner, the Maryland State
Police, and other responders from around
the world including Canada and Isradl.

In addition to this program, ERD has
taken its “show on the road,” offering
courses at several Haz Mat conferencesin
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, West
Virginia, and Delaware. If this weren't
enough, ERD also offers its famous “All
you wanted to know about tank trucks, but
were afraid to ask” course, lead by head
instructor and widely-respected responder
Bob Swann. Most recently Bob offered this
course at the request of the Baltimore City
Haz Mat Team. The response was over-
whelming. In four one-day sessions, Bob
provided comprehensive tank truck re-
sponse training to over 200 responders
from all over the state. The fact that four

concern that reducing the standard below
10 ppb may not be supportable. 1n addi-
tion, EPA’ s cost-benefit analyses may not
fully account for theincreased costs of low-
ering the standard below 10 ppb. A report
by the American Water Works Associa-
tion Research Foundation projects a na-
tional annual cost of $600 milliontoimple-
ment a 10 ppb standard, and a national
annual cost of $1.5 hillion to implement a
5 ppb standard. EPA estimated that costs
to implement this rule at the 5 ppb stan-
dard would not exceed $444.9 million per
year. Statesand water systems have asked
EPA to conduct more research before fi-
nalizing the rule.

During the past several years, everyone
has been challenged to find cost-effective
opportunitiesto operate and maintain their
competenceand readinessto respond. ERD

has met that challenge, not only through
providing the state with an efficient and
dedicated corps of on-scene responders,
but also through providing and offering
technical assistance and training programs
which should help to reduce the number
and severity of emergency incidents
throughout the state.

Arsenic is an element that occurs natu-
rally in rocks, soil, water, air, plants and
animals. Humans are exposed to low lev-
els of naturally occurring arsenic in their
food, drinking water, air, and through con-
tact with soil. Naturally occurring arsenicis
found in drinking water supplies through-
out Maryland, but higher levels tend to oc-
cur in the coastal areas surrounding the
Chesapeske Bay in Southern Maryland and
the Eastern Shore. In the spring, MDE will
launch astudy on the occurrence and distri-
bution of arsenic in important drinking wa-
ter aquifersin those affected counties.

In Maryland, there are 511 community
water systemswhich serve 84 percent of the

residential population. Currently, about 65
community water systemsin Maryland are
known to have arsenic levels more than 5
ppb. Additional sampling may reveal that
more water systems will be impacted by
thisrule.

Congress recently extended EPA’s
deadline for finalizing the Arsenic Rule
to June 22, 2001. States will have two
years following publication of the rule to
adopt the regulation, and will be required
to fully implement the new requirements
by 2006.

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provide P2 expertise to others in need of
technical assistance. Other organizations
participate as Partners and agree to help
promote P2 and Businesses for the Bay
membership to others.

Each year, participantsvoluntarily report
on their progressin meeting their P2 goals
and share their success stories. Thisyear,
progress reports showed that participants
reduced or recycled almost 773 million
pounds of wastein 1999, saving these busi-
nesses $4.8 million. Participants also re-
ported that 9,000 of their employees had
received pollution prevention training, a
promising sign that businesses are involv-
ing their employeesin meeting their waste
reduction goals.

The Chesapeake Bay Pro-
gram will be hosting a conference on this

Also starting in 2001, the Businessesfor
the Bay Excellence Awards will be ex-
panded to include a category for small,
medium, and large businesses who excel
in pollution prevention for nutrients (ni-
trogen and phosphorus).

Per mit turnaround times set

Asrequired by §1-607(A)(2) of the En-
vironment Article, the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Environment (MDE) has es-
tablished, in consultation with interested
parties, standard turnaround times for all
types of MDE permits, licenses and certi-
fications. The standard times are detailed
on Page 7. Please note the following im-
portant points:

These standards refer to the time be-
tween MDE's receipt of a complete per-
mit application and MDE's issuance or
denial of the permit, excluding delays
caused by factors beyond MDE's control.
Many applications are incomplete when
they first arriveat MDE. The Environmen-
tal Permits Service Center or the appropri-
ate MDE permit writer can provide guid-
ance on how to ensure that an application

is complete when submitted.

Unfortunately, many factors beyond
MDE's control can delay the processing
of permit applications. Examplesinclude
delays in receiving information needed
from the applicant and delaysin obtaining
necessary approvals from local or federal
government agencies. MDE's permitting
personnel can provide advice about avoid-
ing such delays.

In most permitting programs, each ap-
plication has unique characteristics that
influence its processing time. For each
program listed, the standard time represents
the time in which 90 percent of applica-
tions can be processed.

Craig Testing Labs- Prince George's

plaint and Penalty to Craig Testing Labs
in the amount of $4,050 for violations of
radiation regulations.

Agencies keep
watch over
algal blooms

L ate this summer the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Envrinment received reports
regarding a bright green substance on or
just beneath the surface of the upper Chesa-
peake Bay and itstidal tributaries. Inves-
tigation by the Department of Natural Re-
sources (DNR) confirmed the substanceto
be an algae bloom, Microcystisaeruginosa,
blooming in the upper Bay and tributaries.
Some strains of Microcystis may pro-
duce toxins that have been reported to re-
sult in health problems to animals that
drink the water, and minor skin irritation
and gastrointestinal discomfort in humans

that come in contact with toxic blooms.
Algae samples collected in August, by
the DNR when the bloom was at its peak,
were sent to an expert in Ohio to deter-
mine if the algae was toxic. These results
showed very high levels of toxin. These
findingslead to some concern for the safety
of crabs and oysters in the area since the

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Marylanders seek travel solutionsto combat traffic, bad air

The Baltimore-Washington corridor has
some of the heaviest traffic congestion in
the country. Thetraffic congestion in met-
ropolitan Washington is the second worst
in the nation— behind Los Angeles. Con-
gestion both tries patience and generates a
significant amount of tail pi pe emissions of
nitrogen oxides and diesel smokethat pol-
lute the air. Are Maryland commuters
doomed to spending hours each week in
congested traffic, moving at asnail’ s pace
or sitting at a standstill, or does the future
offer any hope? Y our actions and those of
elected officialswill determinetheanswer.

Maryland istaking a variety of stepsto
alleviate the problemsof congested vehicle
traffic by creating optionsto driving alone.
For instance, during the 1999 legislative
session, Maryland’s General Assembly
passed alaw creating an incometax credit
(House Bill 636/Chapter 560 and Senate
Bill 390/Chapter 559) known asthe Mary-
land Commuter Tax Credit. This law al-

lows employers who provide commuting
benefits to their employees to claim atax
credit of 50 percent of the cost to provide
the benefit, up to a maximum of $30 per
employee. Eligible credits include ex-
penses for providing public transportation
and van pools.
During the
2000 session,
Maryland legis-
lators enhanced
the program by
passing the Com-
muter Benefits
Act 2000. This
act allows non-
profit organiza-
tions, such as
schools  and
medical centers,
previously excluded under the 1999 legis-
lation to now participate in the tax credit
program. The new legislation also now a-
lowsemployersto receive credit when they

provide cash to an employeein lieu of a
parking space. Some other features of the
current program are:

» Maryland employers can take a50 per-
cent tax credit of up to $30 per employee
toward their expenses through the State
Income Tax,
the Financial
Institution
Franchise Tax,
the Insurance
Premium Tax,
or the With-
holding Tax.

» The Guar-
anteed Ride
Home provi-
sion provides
immediate
transportation
for an employee (who uses a carpool or
vanpool) who needs to leave work early
for illness or emergency.

» Payment to an employee who relin-

quishes their parking space at work.

To broaden awareness about the pro-
gram, Maryland sent several thousand in-
formational packetsto tax advisors, human
resource professional sand businesseswith
50 or more employees. Presently, 1,200
employees at 29 companies are participat-
ing.

“Thecloserelationship between air, land
and water requires us to examine a broad
array of solutionsto theair pollution prob-
lem, especialy inthe areaof motor vehicle
emissions,” said Maryland’s Department
of the Environment Secretary Jane Nishida.
“By offering commuting benefits, air qual-
ity isimproved, energy is conserved, traf-
fic congestion is reduced and natural re-
sources are preserved.”

weather and tides at that time had pushed
the blooms down stream to higher salinity
waters.

The Maryland Department of the Envi-
ronment, in cooperation with DNR, the
state Department of Health and Mental
Hygiene and the U.S. Food & Drug Ad-
ministration, collected crab and oyster
samples near the blooms to analyze the
edible portionsfor any of the toxin associ-
ated with the blooms. The results were
negative (for toxin) in the oyster and crabs.

Microcystis aeruginosa is one of more
than 700 speciesof agaethat may befound
inwater samples collected from the Chesa-
peake Bay and usualy blooms in mid to
late summer inthisarea. Most speciesare
not harmful. When water temperatures
become cooler the algae bloom subsides.

MDE will continueto be on thelook out
for this organism and others which may
be potentially harmful to people or fishand
wildlife. The cooperation between state
agenciesin regards to environmental con-
cernsisessentia for protecting Maryland’s
citizens and seafood industry.
